directly. 


“Nothing new; any more than Mr. 
Mr. Taven tier’s proud assertion that 
‘thougfi one of the youngest member- 
of congress’— he 
is 32— he 
yields 
not to tlie oldest member in his re ­ 
spect for ‘the mail who labors’ and 
of couse exempt ive legislation for 
the same time. 
More original and 
touching is hi- boom for the repre­ 
sentative of the Sixth Indiana dis* 
triet, it statesm an too little known 
in the greedy east: 
“ ‘Finly Gray is one of the d e ar­ 
est thinkers in the American con­ 
gress. 
Physically he 
is tall 
and 
gaunt and old fashioned, and as he 
sits among the modern, present-day 
type of s ta t e s m e n on the floor of the 
house he is a character study who 
will a ttra c t the visitor’s attention. 
One can hardly help imagining that 
he has stepped out «»if an American 
congress of 100 y e a r s ago. 
“ ‘Finly Gray is in many respects 
a strange and unusual man, a genius 
in every sense of the word. 
He usu­ 
ally keeps his own counsel, and he 


1ms his peculiarities, one of which is 
that the burdens o f the m asses of 
the people lay heavy upon his heart.

“ ‘I know Finly Gray, and 1 con­ 
sider him one of the most ’sincere 
and gifted friends the plain people 
have in public life today.’ 
“Thus the extended

Tavenner of Cordova, can also be 
used to collect votes for Finly Gray, 
the inspired genius, 
the 
Edmund 
Burke of Conner-ville. 
That gifted 
giant has only to ‘extend’ his own 
rem arks and butter Clyde a s copi­ 
ously as Clyde butters Finly.

Toward Socialism 


“ The United Stales is now in a 
m alestrom of uncertainty; 
legisla­ 
tion creating bureaucratic political 
control of business is in the order of 
the day and the tendency is toward 
plunging the country into a Sea

Socialism.” 
Such in brief, was the statement of 
President 
A rthur , Reynolds before 
the American Bankers 
Association 
apropos of a discussion of the feder­ 
al reserve system at Richmond, Ya„ 
yesterday. 
President Reynolds bad something 
to say about 
President 
Wilson’s 
“lobby” letters. 
It was plain what 
his reference was when he said that 
“protests of bankers and business 
men against invasion of their iiber- 


ties have not only gone unheard, but 
organized efforts to modify some of 
the drastic measures proposed 
has 
been «»penly referred to as ‘conspir­ 
acy to influence legislation.’ ” 
lie declared, and very justly 
so, 
that reformers are trying to control 
a new co-operative era of business 
by a political policy which is not de­ 
manded by the nation. 
In conclu­ 
sion, he urged the delegates to take 
a direct hand in politics to prevent 
this one thing: “legislators are drift­ 
ing to a redistribution of property 
by law if possible.” 
In other words he appeals to busi­ 
n ess men to get into politics. 
The 
Republicans of the sixth district are 
fortunate in having a sane business 
man a s its nominee 
for 
congress. 
The country needs more good b u si­ 


ness men in its legislative halls, men 
who will go about what they have t«> 
do with worked-out, practical, ex­ 
perienced facts as a basis for action, 
and not fanciful theories evolved by 
the economist.

It is the business men, be-et upon 
every hand with the urgency of de­ 
mands upon their time and their cap­ 
ital that they place 111 aily of these 
merciless burdens upon, and it is the 
business men who are being ground 
between the pitiless millstones 
of 
city, county, state and Federal tax a­ 
tion. 
Councils, 
Boards 
of 
Aldermen, 
Comity Commissioners Stale 
Com­ 
missioners, State Legislatures, Sena­ 
tor.^, Congressmen and Federal Cili­ 
cia 1> all these seem to consider the 
taxpayers but as beasts of burden, 
upon whom they can pile taxation in 
every form without even saying “ by 
your leave.” 
The latest proposition of the Dem­ 
ocratic caucus of the United States 
Senate is to place stam p taxes upon 
the medicines of the people. 
The sick are now to pay to make 
up the deficiency of the Democratic 
tariff law. 
The unfortunate and the bedridden 
are not to escape from payments to 
tin* United States tax collectors.

were diphtheria, scarlet fever and 
Hindi pox. 
Now, how can closing 
the schools stop epidemics? 
“By 
separating the children” you 
say. 
“ By 
preventing 
infected 
children 
from coming in close contact with the 
I non-in fccted.” Certainly, 
hut 
why 
j-hould infected children he in school ? 
Obviously they should not he there. 
If they were not there they could not 
endanger others. 
And that 
is 
the 
point, and so the State 
Board 
of 
Health 
say.— carefully cull out all 
sick children when the schools open 
I in September and then they can’t 
transmit their infection. 
li would 
cost less than the present method. 
It would he more humane. 
It would 
he more practical and business like. 


As it is we permit, yes, we force, 
the children into school, not making 
the least effort to find out whether or 
not infectious is being mobilized. 


A child ill in the -Ightest degree 
should not be admtted to school, and 
it is not difficult to discover the sick 
one-. 
If a child is not full of spirits, 


if it is drooping, if it has dull eyes, 
I if ii has a “cold” or is “slow.” then 
look out. Every child should he medi­ 
cally inspected before entering school 
in the autumn. 
This could be done 
at the home by the family physician 
or even the mother could do it after 
a little study, and a certificate he 
given. 
Dr, as would be necessary in 
ino-t instances, have the examination 


made by the experienced medical in- 


-peetor at the school. 
If tiie tongue 


is coated, if the throat is red, if the 


face is flushed, if the nose is stopped, 


if either one or both ears are running 


in the least degree or are fetid, then 
the child is ill. 
Such ailing children 
may and frequently do carry infec­ 
tion, which, transferred to others less 
susceptible, appears in pronounced 
symptoms. 


By. examination under a miseros- 
cope of the secretion from a red or 
inflamed throat or nose, it can be 
positively determined whether or not 
a child is a 
diphteria 
carrier. 
We 
know dipthcria epidemics start in 
schools from the infection by germ 
carriers. 
Then why admit 
them? 
They should he culled «>ut for their 
own sake as for the .-aIn* of others. 
They are hardly likely to get well 
while confined in school and under 
the nervous strain of getting and re­ 
citing lessons. 
It is dangerous to 
tiiem and dangerous to others. 
To 
expose children to danger is cruel 
and highly extravagant. 
Yet we do 
it. 


It is rarely accessary to dismiss 
the schools 011 account of outbreak- 
of diptheria, scarlet fever or other 
infectious diseases. 
School author­ 
ities have the power under the law 
to institute medical in-pection and it 
an epidemic comes the law commands 
medical inspect ion. 
Here i- what tlit* 
law 
says— “ Whenever 
diphtheria, 
scarlet fever or other contagious and 
infections disease.- break out in any 
school it shall be the duty of 
the 
township trustee, school hoard, school 
trustee or the school authority 
or 
authorities having control, to have 
medical in-pection made of the pupils 
and all found in any degree ill shall 
be sent home and there retained un­ 
til the local health officer gives a 
certificate of health, then such child
